THE EXPRESS 


Award for Bravery 


Honors Conferred by the European 
Nations Date Back For Many 
Centuries 
Awards of orders and decorations 
conferred upon individuals and regi- 
ments for distinguished service on 
the field of battle have been told in 
dispatches to newspapers from capi- 
tals of the warring nations in Europe. 
Some of these honors for bravery 
date back for centuries, while others 
are of comparativety recent creation. 
None can compete jin point of anti- 
quity with the title of the Order of 
the Garter. The exact date of its 

toundation is uncertain, 

Popular tradition associates it 
with the well known story of Edward 
III., who is credited with having pub- 
icly restored to the Countess of Salis- 
bury an article of dress which had 
slipped to the ground. Sedden gives 
the date as St. George's Day, 1345, 
and another theory associates it with 
the battle of Crecy. Whichever is 
correct, there in 10 doubt that. this 
order well merits the words of Cam- 
den, who says of it. “No order in Eur- 
ope is so ancient, none so illustrious, 
for it exceeds in majesty and fame-al] 
chivalrous fraternities in the world,” 
Somewhat less stately, but none the 
less appreciative, were the words of a 
well known’ sporting duke, who re- 
marked that he liked the “Garter” 
better than any other of his numerous 
distinctions, as it was ‘so jolly ex- 
clusive.” Of even greater antiquity is 
the Most Ancient and Most Noble Or- 
der of the Thistle, which is said to | 
have been founded by King Achaius 
in 787. 

But elchough the. British empire 
can claim two such historic orders 
and many others of lesser degree, we 
have nothing in this country which | 
corresponds with the Legion d’Hon- 
neur in France, This order, whic 
was originated by Napoleon I. in 1802, 
can be gained by any Frenchman for 
conspicuous service to the state. It 
is also occasionally awarded to wo- 
men, but not often. 


Rosa Bonheur was one upon whém 
it was conferred, and it was bestowed 
upon Mme. Sarah Bernhardt a few 
years ago. The order consists of five 
classes, ranging frcm “Grand Croix’ | 
of which the number of recipients is | 
limited to 80, down to simple cheval- | 


iers, which numbr is unlimited. 
British subjects upon whom foreign 
distinctions are conferred, have to 


obtain permission from the foreign 
office before accepting, and consider- 
able dissatisfaction has been caused | 
in the past by the grudging manner 
in which thie privilege has been ac- 
corded, There are however, indica- 
tions that in future this restriction 
is likely to be considerably relaxed. | 
The Cross of the Legion d’Honneur | 
is a five-pointed star placeu over a 
wreath of oak and laurel leaves. In 
the days when France was a mon- 
archy the star was surmounted by a 
crown, but a small laurel wreath now 
takes the place of that royal emblem. 
for the grade of Chevaker the star 
is of silver, but for that of officer and 
all superior ranks it iv of gold. Chev- 
aliers have the right to wear in the 
buttonhole a small bow. of scarlet 
ribbon, and offieérs a rosette of simi- 
lar color. Members of the Legion 
d’'Honneur have the right to a mili- 
tary funeral, which varies in import- 
ance according to whom it has been 
granted. This medal entitles its 
wearer to a military salute in France, 
and it may be worn on all occasions. | 

The best known distinction in Bel-| 
gium is the Order of Leopold. This 
was founded in 1832 by Leopold L, 
and consists of five cla s: Knights’ 
Grand (¢ ers, Con-

of St. George was founded by Cathar- 
ine II. in 1796, for officers in the army | 
and navy. It subsequently fell into | 


abeyance till 1801, when it was re- 
stored by Alexander I. Soon after it 
was oOffercd by the chapter to the 
Czar, who modestly refused to accept 
it until after the cam aign of 1806, 
he then allowed the lowest or- 
der to be conferred upon him, which 
action on his part greatly enhanced 
the value of the order in public esti- 
mation, The Order of St. George 
was recently bestowed upon M., Poir- 
et, the French airman, for his*clever 
reconnaisances carried out in danger- 
ous circumstances. One of the best 
known Russian orders is that of St. 
Vladimir. That insignia consists of a 
red and black enameled cross, with 
golden rim. The obverse centre is a 
blue enameled disk, encircled with a 
which contains the im- 
perial mantle and crown. The ribbon 
{s of crimson, with black borders. In 
1878 an order was founded by Alex- 
ander III., called the Order of the 
Corix Rouge. It consists of a single 
class, and is awarded only to ladies 
for services connected with the care 
of the sick and wounded. Many Rus- 
sian Jadies are now devoting their 
lives to this work, and will no doubt 
receive this distinction. It consists 
of an.enameled ribbon bearing the

He never farmed in his 
ife before. He has been eight years 
on the land. He is a modest man and 
doesn’t like to talk about his own 
euccess, In those e-ght years he has 
accumulated two section. of land, 
gome 300 head of catile, and Brad- 
streets rate him as worth $160,000. 
That's better’than the Journal of 
Commerce editor could do in eight 
years.

s usually well paia, but it doesn’t 
compare with farm life in the Canad- 
fan west.

There are hundreds of farmers of 
the -vest who are making fortunes. 
They are making them quietly and 
saying little about it. Men ars com- 
ing into Alberta and Saskatchewan 
from the Dakotas, from wa, the 
iaiddle and western states. More 
would come if they could get rid of 
their American holdings. ‘The little 
towns of Alberta are in splendid 
shape. I can name a dozen towns of 
160 population through which the hog 
shipments run into $300,000 annually, 
and the wheat and graics from $400,- 
000 to $1,000,000 annually. The coun- 
try {s booming, but their ears are 80 
deafened with the knocking and pessi- 
mism thet they know it not. They 
are in the midst of prosperity, but 
their eyes are so blinded by news- 
paper stories of unemployed and low- 
er city rents and unsold real estate 
that they see it no.. 

One farmer spoke in this wise, 
“Last week I sold one of my farms 
and got $9,000 for it. Today I brought 
in a carload of hogs, which will make 
a total of some $4,000 worth I have 
sold since Christmas. I was foolish 
enough to let my wheat go at $1.25, I 
had 10,000 pbushels—nearly all No. 1.” 
Then, rem‘uded of the hard times and 
the war by contact with a city man, 
he spoiled it all by remarking, “But 
I tell you, boy, this war has hit me 
hard, 1 have got considerable unsold 
property in Edmorton, and a couple 
of unsold lots in Saskatoon.” 

It is true that some farmers had 
their crops burned out. Some need 
government said to buy this year’s 
seed, But it is also true that the west 
is filled with prospercus farmers. 
There are literally thousands of agri- 
culturists wh. have in five to eight 
years made themselves financially in- 
dependent. It is fashionable to talk 
about hard times, so they do it and 
the outside world hears the grumbling 
and knows nothing of the brighter 
side, 

In a five weeks’ trip I met continual- 
ly young men who had left the city 
life five or six years previously, who 
had been journalists, plumbers, street 
car conductors, bookkeepers, mechan- 
ies—and if I got their confidence | 
found that they were wealthy, inde- 
pendent men, men who were making 
anually from hogs and wheat and 
mixed farming as much money as is 
paid our lieutenant-governors, our 
provincial premiers, our supreme 
court judg2s. I dare to predict that 
the west has only commenced—for 
each and every one of these success- 
ful agriculturists is advising his 
friends to quit the city and ‘its 
troubles and get out into the open.

Cracow, in the 
Heart of Polan 


The Ancient Capital of Poland Ie a 
City With a History 

Around the ancient capital of Po}- 
and, Cracow, whieh the Russians 
uupe to Capture, clusters most of ‘the 
glorious memorics of that last but 
not forgotten kingdom, 

There for more than four hundred 
years the kings of Poland were 
crowned and buried, and for more 
than three hundred years it was their 
seat of government. There lie buried 
Jan Sobieski, who delivered Vienna 
—and thereby all Europe—of the 
Turks; Pontatowski, the famous gen- 
eral who became one of Napoleon's 
marshals; Mickiewicz, the poet of 
vOland, and Kosciusko, the patriot 
hero of the Poles. 


The tombs of all four are in the 
Stanislas Cathedral, a beautiful 
Gothic church built in 1369, that 
crowns the Wavel, a-rocky hill that 
rises on the edge of the town. There 
are other fine churches in the city, 
the Rugustinian and Dominican 
among them; and there is also the 
great Royal Castle, which was long 
the residence of the kings of Poland, 
which fell to the uses of a barracks 
after the kingdom was divided, and 
which has within the last fifty years 
beeh. restored. 


The city also contains a very fam- 
ous old university, which dates from 
1364, and in age is second only to 
Prague among the universities of Bur. 
ope. F , 

The intellectual and artistic 
achievements of the Poles and the 
Bohemians, attained six centuries and 
more ago, show that the Slav is cap- 
able of the highest things. He is 
weakest perhaps in the organization 
of government, for Poland, long the 
bulwark of civilization against the 
Tartar and the Turk, fell’at last be- 
cause of the endless  dissensions | 
among its brave and brilliant nobil- 
ity. 

Cracow itself was founded about 
700 A.D. More than once it was de- 
stroyed by the Tartars, rebuilt and re- 
colonized by Polish, German and Bo 
hemian settlers, 

From 1305 to 1610 {t was the capl- 
tal of Poland; later it was part of the 
grand duchy of Warsaw, and from 
1815 to 18%6 it was, with its immedt- 
ite neighborhood, a free anu neutral 
state, a distinction it lost when in- 
ternal disorders gave Austria an ex- 
cuse to step in and take possession 
of the town. 

One of the most interesting things 
in Cracow is Kosciusko Hill, a mound 
of earth on the top of the Borislava 
hill. It ig made of handfuls of eartn 
brought by Poles from every corner 
of the kingdom, and thrown together 


country he loved so well. Across the 
river Vistula on Krakus Hill there is 
a similar mound, which is sald to be 
almost twelve hundred years old; it 


was, so tradition says, raised in tha} 


same way to the memory of Krakus, 
the Slayic prince who founded the 
city. 

If the war results in an autonomous 
or semi-autonomous kingdom of Pol- 
and, Warsaw instead Jo Cracow may 
be its capital, since it is more cen- 
trally situated and much larger. But 

the patriotic Pole, Cracow is al- 
ways the spiritual centre of hits fath- 
erland—the “heart of Poland.”

“I was present at Hooge between 
2 and 8 oclock on this duy.’~TPhese 
thirteen words will ring down through 
the ages in British history.

Redrawing the 
Map of Europe 


Buggestions as to How the Terr'tory 
Should be Divided in the Final 
Settlement 
A great many people are very busy 
gust now redrawing the map of Eur- 
ope, writes Lovat t’raser in the Lon- 
don Daily Mail. You may find them 
at it in every direction. It has even 
been my lot to read pencilled scrawis 
from the trenches, in which officers, 
seated in dug-outs, with the shells 
whistling over their heads, have set 
forth their views about ‘how Europe 
is to be rearranged at the time of 

piace 

A settlement upon the basis of na- 
tionality is going to be extraordinarily 
difficult, at any rate, in certain 
regions. Some time ago 1 had curi- 
osity enough to go to ‘lransylvania, a 
province which is cheerfully allotted 
to Roumania if she does what is ex- 
pected -of her, The Magyars there 
number about a third of tne popula- 
tion and absolutely dominate the 
rest. There are so.id blocks of Sax- 
ons, planted there centuries ago as 
wardens of the marches, just as 
Cromwell made his settlements in 
lretand. The Saxons live mostiy in 
towns of their own, and their com- 
munities are by far the most advanc- 


ed. The Roumanians predominate in 
point of numbers, but in nothing 
else, and the province is beyund the 


natural frontier of Roumania. 
Another problem which at present 
6eems almost insoluble is that of the 
future of the Turks. I have ‘Jistened 
of late to several discussions by ex- 
erts, who have divided up the 
urkish empire with the utmost 
dexterity. Into thc‘: proposals | will 
not go in detail, but will only say 
broadly that in their view there was 
very little room left on the earth for 
the Turk. 1 quite agree that’ the 
Turk is a nuisance who has troubled 
luurope too long, but he must live 
somewhere. We cannot get rid or 
him simply by <el.ing him to go io 
angora and keep goats, which ap- 
pears to be the prevalent conception 
of a settlement by nationality as ap- 
lied to Turkey. There are 10,000,0U0 
Turks, and they have put into the 
field an army of threequarters of a 
million men who have by no means 
iost their warlike instincts, The idea 
of cramming the Turks into the lands 
between the Ala Dagh and the Anti- 
‘/aurus mountains, while all the vic- 
torious nations take pieces of his 
Asiatic seavoard ana surround nim 
with a line of little protectorates, is 
a very convenient solution, but I doubt 
whether it is going to work. The 
Turk is doomed in Europe, but he is 
not yet so extinct as all that. 
There is another matter which 1 
ate with some misgiving, but 
which cannot be passed over in 
: enee, I mean the question of the 
future of the Adriatic. The popular 
notion seems to be that Italy should 
extend her frontiers to the sastward, 
and should be met by the Slav peo- 
ples, freed fore er from Magyar 
oppression. That means that the 
Germanic peoples, who certainly do 
not dwell on its shores, would be ex- 
cluded fro all irdependent access 
to the Mediterranean, Over 70,000,000 
Germans and 10,000,000 Magyars, who 
are their allies, woule be shut off from 
the open sea, save only the narrow 
strip of coast which contains Ham- 
burg and Bremen. Solely on practical 
grounds is it possible so to stifle the 
gea-craving of this immense mass of 
eople. Does the way to a surer peace 
fe thither? May they not try to burst 
their bonds? I do not say that these 
@re my views, because at present 
they are not. Only say that this 
4s the kind of thing people ought to 
be thinking about when they pauce 
for a moment in the favorite 
pation of decidiug , exactly 
General Joffre ought to do next. 
It will be observed that I have not 
tried to redraw the map of Europe. 
{ have only ventured to offer one 
or two suggestions which may per- 
haps help to curb our .oo-enthusias- 
tic map-drawers. It is going to be

Thorough Methods Give Good Yields 
and Spécial Seed Plots Provide 
Grain of Quality |. 

As a demonstrauion of correct 
methods of farming, the results of 
the Noble farm in Southern Alberta, 
should appeal to dry farmers all 
over the Canadian west. To dispose 
of every grain of a 47,000 bushel oat 
crop for seed, at a handsome margin 
over market prices, is an agricultural 
accomplishment that any farmer or 
termine company might well be proud 
of. 

The power behind the Noble Foun- 
dation Limited is Charles Sherwood 
Noble, an Iowan by birth, who mi- 
grated to Canada, in 1903, with $5,000 
and a good endowment of energy, 
foresight and resourcefulness, and 
homesteaded at Claresholm, Alberta, 
This man in six years found himself 
in possession of eleven quar 2r séc- 
tions of land, and, in 1913, just ten 
years after his arriva)] in Alberta, he 
was rated at $330,000. This large for- 
tune was accumulated in the business 
of agriculture, with an odd turn in 
real estate, and stards forward as one 
of Alberta’s stri ing object les- 
sons to the skeptical. 

The Noble Foundation this year, 
is operating three farm units with a 
foreman over each. “The total acre- 
age ready for spring crop, and most- 


ly summer fallow, is nearly 6,000 
acres. This fallow was ploughed by 
mule and hors? outfits, working 


twelve t6 each triple gang-plough, 
set eight inches deep and blacken: 
ing nine acres a day. Seeding 
now in progress with a force of 130 
head of horses and mules, together 
with two steam engines of 26 and 
32 h.p. respectively . 

Last year, when fields and prairie 
on all sides of the Noble farm were 
burning up for lac: of moisture, a 
large area of Marquis wheat on th:s 
farm yielded twenty-four bushels to 
the acre, and oats went fifty-five 
bushels. An average year, over 100 
bushels is the yield of oats looked 
for. In 1913, the average on 2,88: 
acres was 100 bushels 19 pounds. 
Barley in the san» year produced 
ixty-one and a half bushels to the 
acre on 462 acres; wheat n 306 
acres went a little over thirty-eight 
bushels and flax on 203 acres gave 


fourteen and a half bushels. The 
grain cron in 1913 totalled 332,677) 
bushels and sold for. $95,000. On 


Sept. 29th, the company had 59 cars 
of grain on the way .o Fort William, 
besides a private elevator with 
60,000 bushels, one measuring 100x16x 
10 feet, loaded to tneir capacity. 

There are a number of things re- 
sponsible for the pheonomenal crops 
grown under the supervision of 
Charles Sherwood Noble. He is a 
worker himself, and conducts his 
farm on a business basis. He knows 
where every dollar goes, and what it 
does. A piece of summer fallow looks 
as good to him as a 40 bushel crop 
of wheat. He discs after the binder, 
uses a packer and acme harrow after 
the plough, and if the land should 
happen to be* worked down so that it 
drifts, he gets to work and makes 
the lumps larger. His force is al- 
ways out when the iast drops of rain 
are still falling, nd every bit of 
moisture is conserved. 

Clean seed is a touchy spot with 
this farmer. In a communication to 
the writer recently, Mr. Noble said: 

“We are continuing to make a 
specialty of clean farm seeds and 
are being rewarded this spring by 
being in a fair wey of dispcsing of 
our entire oat corp of 47,000. bushels 
for seed at a handsome margin over 
market prices. We have so far stuck 
to White Banner oats and Marquis 
wheat. With both 
means known for the selection of 
the field 
and even out of the bin, floating in 
salt water, and the severest clean- 
ing and grading that machinery is 
sapable of performing.” 


A small gasoline engine drives two} 
the barn of the! 


fanning mills in 
Noble home farm. As the grain comes 
through one it is shovelled into its 
mate. Every bushel goes through 
this process twice before it is con- 
sidered fit for seed, and usually is 
floated in salt water or handled 
in the ways referred to by Mr. Noble. 
This great quantit. of screenings re- 
sulting from such severe handling 
of the grain for seed makes work for 
a chopper operated in the Noble ele- 
vator in town, 

With regard to seed plots, Mr. 
Noble writes: “We sow special seed 
plots and also test plots every year. 
From the latter, by the way, we 
learned last year that one bushel of 
oats to the acre gave the best yield 
However, we are not accepting this 
meagre test as a guide for our en- 
tire operations, but will enlarge the 
test and for the balance of the crop, 


‘stick to about a tushel mnd a peck 


of oats. A bushel of Marquis wheat 
is our regular sowing.” 


The real secret of the success of 
Mr. Noble's operations lies in sum- 
mer tillage. The ground is double 


disced in the fall after the crop has 
been taken off, or as early in spring 
as it is possible to get on the land. 
Weed seeds are then allowed time to 
germinate and the fallow is ploughed 
to turn up two inches of sub-soil. The 
packer follows immediately and be- 
hind it the harrow. If the ground 


holds sufficient moisture, the ordinary | 


drag harrow is used once or twice 
to prevent a crust forming, but the 
Acme harrow is the implement com- 
monly used on the Noble farm. In 
the Acme harrow the work is done 
by blades set obliquely in a bar frame 
which skims over the surface. As 
they are shallow cultivators, a four 
horse outfit can handle a seventeen- 
foot implement capable of work ng 
some thirty-five acres a day. The 
spring-tooth harrow is gaining favor 
with the Noble people. This year 
they are to use it on their summer 
falolws with a light harrow or weed- 
«: attacued so ar te brush the ground 
lightly, and not leave it too rough. 
This combination is being used ahead 
of the drill on the summer fallows 
for this spring’s seeding. It was 
found last year that the ordinary 
harrow did not work the mulch deep 
enough, and that evaporation during 
the early dry season was go rapid 
that a crust was formed two or three 
inches beneath the surface, The use 
of spring-tooth cultivators, Mr, Noble 
thinks, also leaves the ground lump- 
jer so that it does not blow while the 
grain is growing.
